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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 


The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the limitation 
of the polishing pad comprising an optically transmissive baking sheet having a top 
surface and an under surface with the planarizing medium being disposed on the top 
surface, a backing pad attached to the under surface of the backing sheet and the first 
elongated slot in the polishing pad is alignable with the illumination site in the table and 
at least one orifice in the backing pad is at least partially aligned with the first elongated 
slot, thereby forming an optical pass through system in the polishing pad, was not found 
in the prior art.
